( Student government holds meetings; 
Vacancies must be filled now

The first regular meeting of 
the Student Government Asso- 
ciation was held Monday, 
August 27. The topics dis- 
cussed were: a possible cut in 
the Student Activity Fee funds 
(up to $14,000). 

This money would be taken 
from the fees paid by part-time 
students and would constitute 
an approximate 30% decrease. 
No decisions or actions were 
taken on this subject. 

Also discussed was the Con- 
stitution of the Avila Collegiate 
of America Marketing Associa- 
tion. It was moved to delay 
voting on the approval of this 
constitution until the next reg- 
ular meeting. 

It was reported during this 



meeting that a new lab is 
being planned for a room in 
lower O'Rielly Hall. It was 
said that the existing lab was 
unsafe and barely passing 
O.S.H.A. standards. No further 
discussion was given on this 
matter. The meeting was ad- 
journed. 

The second regular meeting 
was held on Monday, Septem- 
ber 10. The topics discussed 
were: the Constitution of the 
Avila Collegiate of American 
Marketing Association, which 
was voted on and approved. 

Several people were ap- 
proved to be senators, mem- 
bers and chairpersons for the 
positions they chose in differ- 
ent committees. 



Also discussed were the 
agencies of senators for the 
Student Government Associa- 
tion. The senator vacancies 
are: one in Fine Arts, one in 
Social Sciences, one in Modern 
Languages, two in Education 
and Psychology, and two vac- 
ancies in Religious Studies 
and Undecided Majors. 

There were also vacancies 
in the All Campus Admissions 
Committee, the Athletic Com- 
mittee, the Library Committee, 
the Physical Plant Committee, 
and the Student Government 
Physical Plant Committee. It 
was strongly urged that these 
vacancies be filled soon! 

Once a person is elected as 
a senator, he or she has certain 



responsibilities. These responsi- 
bilities are, as stated in the 
Constitution: 

A. The Senator shall actively 
represent his/hers department 
on the Student Council. 

B. The Senator shall report 
to his/hers department all 
matters pertaining to the Stu- 
dent Council. 

C. The Senator shall attend 
all Student Council meetings. 

D. The Senator shall serve 
on one of the Standing Com- 
mittees or on one of the 
special appointed committees 
of the Student Council. 

E. The Senator shall be 
responsible for all duties as- 
signed to him/her by the 
Student Council.

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New counselors emphasizebalance

Carole Hamilton, MS. Ed., 
Developmental Counselor and 
Robert Seitzer, PhD., Director 
of Counseling, both new in 

Avila's counseling services, re- 
flect their understanding of 
the stresses and challenges 
that can cause the college 
student to falter. 

Balancing three main areas 
of a student's life is essential 
to all proper functioning, and 
it is our counselors' expressed 
goal to assist students in finding 
that balance. 

The three areas of a student's 
life that must remain in balance 
with one another, according 
to Dr. Seitzer, are the pro- 
ductive (how are you doing in 
your school work?), extracur- 
ricular and leisure-time activities 
(how are you doing in your 
other interests such as employ- 
ment, parties, sports, etc.?), 
and friendships (do you have a 
trusting relationship with some- 
one?). 

A student may emphasize 
or stress one of these areas 
when he is in need. Is he 
submerged in his studies to 
the exclusion of everything 
else? If so, why? And does 
he know why? Is he even 
aware of the extent of this 
behavior and its implications? 



Is he too concerned about 
the security of his job, or his 
success as an athlete, or his 
image among his peers? Is he 
so worried about what he's 
going to do with his life that 
his studies are neglected? Are 
opportunities for close friend- 
ships overlooked? 

Does he feel that he cannot 
confide in anybody, that he 
has no friend, that he's not on 
the same wave length as any- 
one else? Does he feel that 

his problems are his alone, 
so why bother others with 
them? Or has he gone to the 
other extreme and abused a 



friendship, be demanding too 
mucn, leaning too nara, ciutcn- 
ing too tight, expecting his 
friend to support him in all 
his distress and indecision? 

Has that friend become such 
a necessity that the loss — or 
threat of loss — of that relation- 
ship disables his functioning in 
the other areas of his life? 

Friends are indispensible for 
moral support, but because 
they are close to us, objectivity 
can be lost. A friend is often 
too involved personally to be 
of optimum help. 

Counselors are trained to be 
objective. They have years of 
experience behind them in both 
counseling and teaching. Mrs. 
Hamilton said that the role of 
the counselor is to help the 
student discover all his alterna- 
tives so that he can make 
effective decisions on his own. 

Mrs. Hamilton acquired her 
MS in Education and Counsel- 
ing from the University of 
Kansas in 1970. She was 
counselor five and one half 
years at Topeka High School, 
one year in a junior high in 
New York State, and one year 
as Assistant Resident Director 
at Kansas University. 

Most recently, for three years 
she has been teacher of English 
as Second Language at Small 
World, Ind. in Lawrence. She 
is currently teaching ESL at 
Johnson County Community 
College. 

Dr. Seitzer earned his PhD. 
in Counseling at the University 
of Missouri at Kansas City in 
1974. Five years ago he taught 
psychology at Avila, left to 
teach at Northwest Missouri 
University in Maryville, Mis- 
souri, and returns to us as 
Director of Counseling. 

It is a common myth that 
only persons with extreme 
problems seek a counselor. 
This frequently hinders a stu- 
dent from accepting counsel- 
ing. Dr. Seitzer and Mrs. 
Hamilton emphasize that coun- 
seling for everyday frustrations 



can increase one's coping abil- 
ities and set a pattern for 
easier decision-making. 

Under stress one may ap- 
proach life in a "black or 
white" fashion, meaning that 
one's adaptability is hampered. 
There is a tendency to be 
locked into one way of doing 
things. 



Much can be learned about 
yourself if you talk out feelings 
and explore aloud the things 
that seem to be unclear. The 
counselor helps you make clear 
distinctions of problem areas 

that, before, had caused vague 
uneasiness. 

When one recognises these 
areas, alternatives can be seen, 
and one can do something 
about them. 



Other members of the coun- 
seling staff are Judy Gemein- 
hardt, school nurse, who deals 
with students' physical health 
crises, Alice Fitzgerald, coun- 
seling secretary, who is, among 
many other things, active in 
job placement for students, 
and Dr. Marjorie Brodrick, 
Director of the College Skills 
Center. 

The two new counselors will 
be working closely with Dr. 
Brodrick in the CSC on Fridays. 
Counseling is now expanded 
to accommodate the needs of 
night students and is available 
to them Mondays from 6 to 
10PM. 

The training and experience 
they bring with them to Avila 
broadens their perspective 
when helping a student ap- 
proach his personal, educa- 
tional and career concerns. 

Compassion and warmth are 
apparent in their communica- 
tion. The combination of these 
personal traits plus their ac- 
quired experience and knowl- 
edge affords the Avila student 
long-term benefits when he or 
she makes the important deci- 
sion to use this service.

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"Prevention is better than 'one' cure"; 
Campus Patrol demands responsible people 



"Prevention is better than 
'one' cure" is the operating 
motto of Campus Patrol here 
at Avila. Unique in comparison 
to other communities and col- 
leges across the United States, 
Avila's security and parking 
needs are provided for by 
effectively utilizing community 
resources available and the 
adoption of a "Crime Preven- 
tion Model" for organizational 
structure and service opera- 
tions. 

Using a preventive model 
entails and demands people 
being responsible for them- 
selves and other members of 
the community. In addition, 
by people being responsible 
for themselves and organiza- 
tions, operational budget and 
manpower needs may be kept 
to a minimum. 

Presently Campus Patrol has 
three officers to assist the 
Avila community in coordi- 
nating its resources and pro- 
vides minimal general pre- 
ventive patrol throught the 
year. Members of Patrol work 
as a team and share individual 
expertise in cooperation with 
all departments both academic 
and student services. 

As a member of the Avila 
community, you may need to 
contact Campus Patrol — just 



pick up a campus phone and 
dial Ext. 229, if no answer 
call 942-7397 or the Switch- 
board "0" for assistance. Arn- 
old Zimmerschied, Penny 
Johnson, and Eric Talmadge 
will be available to assist you. 

Patrol services are being 
rapidly developed as special 
community needs arise. Ser- 
vices available to faculty, staff, 
students, and visitors vary 
according to situational needs. 

It is common to see Arnold, 
Penny or Eric taking a report 
on a parking lot vehicle acci- 
dent, issuing a parking viola- 
tion notice, or simply changing 
a tire. 

Patrol will also be urging 
community members to keep 
doors locked, and lights turned 
"off" in individual offices and 
non-occupied classrooms as a 
joint effort in theft and energy 
conservation. 

In addition; faculty, staff, 
and students are encouraged 
to contact Campus Patrol re- 
garding any matter concerning 
security and parking that may 
arise. 

It should be considered a 
privilege as a private institution 
to have professional law en- 
forcement personnel within the 
organization; in turn, a pro- 
fessional service is only main- 



tained by "total" community 
support. 

Support comes in many 
forms for example: the Housing 
and Health Service Depart- 
ments are helping Patrol plan 
and execute a seminar on 
"Drug and Alcohol Abuse," 
to be conducted for faculty, 
staff, and students this year. 

The list of cooperative and 
preventive efforts through- 
out the Avila community has 
brought Campus Patrol forward 
to a level of being the "best" 
professional support service in 
the area. 

There is no doubt that there 
will always be problems which 
require new resources and 
community development and 
support to facilitate a com- 
munity's growth; for example: 
communications system, pro- 
cedure developed to register 
all vehicles utilizing college 
facilities, more parking, indenti- 
fication-training- uniforms for 
Patrol officers, resources to 
provide 24 hour mobile patrol 
on campus, and an emergency 
vehicle to ensure adequate 
surveillance. 

All of these areas need 
immediate development — your 
input and resourcefulness is 
needed now! Remember —

Avila's Safety Committee's 
organizational structure was 
formed by Dr. Larry Sullivan, 
who attended various meetings 
in 1978 that helped to develop 
a guideline that the committee 
is based on. 

The membership is com- 
posed of four full-time faculty 
members from different areas 
of the department, a student 
from the department, and a 
maintenance staff member. 
Each member serves a term of 
one year and can be reap- 
pointed when his/her term has 



expired. 

Committee members are 
highly knowledgeable in the 
area of unsafe chemical storage 
and physical structure and are 
dedicated in improving the 
safety of the labs at Avila 
for the students, faculty, and 
staff that make use of them.

Last 
year the committee accom- 
plished the purchase of new 
safety cabinets for the storage 
of hazardous chemicals, a new 
lab in Room 109, and possible 
plans to expand the chemical 
storage area.
